Ofi.v\va, March IT.— In the House of 
Commons thla afternoon Mr. Fielding 
dolli'erod hla annual budget speech, l ie 
bejran by anaounelnsT that the .surplus 
lor the llnanclal year of nine mioiUIih 
which ended with Jtarch last was 
?1G, 427,000, the greatest in tile history 
of Canada. The net deljt wa.s dccrcas- 
ed dui-ing tlie .same period by $;!,;!7O,OO0. 
For the year oiidhig witli the present 
inoiitli Mr. Fielding cslimated lliat tlio 
exijeiulitare on coiiKolldated fund ac- 
count and capital account would lie 
$110,000,000, and tluit as a result tlio 
debt would be incroa.sed by twolvo 
million, dollars. Eighteen millioiia 
would be spent on tho National Tran.s- 
contlnental , road. 1£ this expenditure 
had not been made tho year wbulrl 
have closed with another reduction of 
the public debt. 

He did not thlnlc that tho revenue 
would reach yOC.OOO.OOO next year, thus 
forecastinff an addition to the debt 
of about twenty-livo millions. , Thilry 
millions was. being, asI{efl,for„coriatruc- 
tion o£ tho National Transcdnlinonta! 
road. 

Mr. l^ieldingr thon outlined some 
changes in the exlcse duties on toIJlic- 
co. tile effect of uiiicii was to foster 
tlio use of Canadian tobacen. Tlic 
rearrangenicnt would not result in atiy 
material clianso In collections. CiBar.s, 
for Instance, , were, formerly , taxed SG 
per thousanit-an'tfitetfi cetita per pound 
upon tho raw leaf uttUzod In their 
manufacture. Tho duty 'Would- liow be 
S2 per tliousand and '28- cents per; 
[lound oil the raw leaf. ' 

Mr. Fioldintr then announced that 
the govtirnment intended advancing 
the Quebec I^ridse Co. $.'», 000,000 for 
the completion of clif- bridge. The 
government had no idea linw much it 
would cost to coiiipleto tho bridge. 

He referred to the adv.inco.s to bankf

In addition the 
Bank of Montreal had guaranteed the 
loans. Tho act wa.s a departure from 
the currency act, an.-l would require 
the ratlncatlon of parliament. 

Mr. Fielding thought that last vear's 
experience would lead to amending 
the banldngr act so that the bank.s" 
wlien money waa roauired for the 
harvest would be allowed to i.ssue 
emergency circulation, to the amount 
of fifteen per cent of tftelr oomblneJ 
capital, paid up and reserve. For thifl 
emergency circulation the banks would 
Iiay the government a tax ot five per 
cent, so that }t would be retired as 
speedily as possible. No changes were 
proposed in tho customs tariff. 

Mr. Foster replied in .a speech 
critici7,iiig the govei-nnienf for it.s laylsh

.surplus claimed by Mr. Fielding was 
mythical.

Tlii.s wa.s annotincedj.f.d'V 
tlie 'elo.«e of the hearing oh ' 'Mondajf' 
iiiK rnoou, as announced In the Colon- 
iKl of .N'e.sti'rday. • 

In eoncludlns his presentation oC the 
city's claims as iflven, in yesterday's 
Is.sue. W; J. Taylor,- IC C, stated that 
the city asked the insertion of this 
clause In tlio tramway company's act.: 
"That nothing in thl.s present con- 
tract contained shall he deemed to 
confer, or be construed as conferrlnK 
any e.xclusivo privilet'es, rights or 
))o\vcry, on or to the ■jiartie.s of the 
.■^I'cnti i)art-eul ypnEo oaln lirdlii em 
.■second part, (1. o. Traniwu.v company.) 
15y (hl.s contract the 'J'rannvay oor.i- 
paiiy Ijfcamo entitled to the luivllcge 
of u.sintr without payment the lilgh- 
wa.x-.s of Victoria, for its tramway, 
lighting- and powi-r .'jy.stem upon con- 
illtlnn lhat the iirlvlleges ho conferred 
Hliail iioL lie e.xehi.-jlve. 'I'he Tramway 
company acquired a vented right or 
l)ri\-llege of user o.f tin- streets'. Tlu: 
eily reserved a right which tlierc- 
uiion Ih'canu' I'liually well vested thai 
the 'i'ramway company's right sliouid 
not 111- exclusive. 

XoLwitlistanding this, when the city 
asl<eii lhat It might l)e permitted to 
make use t)f and utilize water in course 
of transll fm- distrlljulion to Us in- 
haldtants a(Ulitionall.\- for ijroducing 
light and power for tiieir benelit if 
l)racllcable so to do, the retiuest was 
refused and tli-.> reason alleged was 
that the tramway company had a vest- 
ed right. It had a right but not one 
that l)locked comiietition without Im- 
molating the city's rlglit. 

The clauKe badly worded to sup- 
port the tramway company'.s argu- 
ment. It siiould liave been shortened 
so as to read: "This present contract 
sh.all be deemed to confer an exclusive 
riglit niion the tramway company as 
tigalnst the'City." 

Mr. Taylor Concludos 

After reviewing the judicial proceed- 
ings in connection wltli the city'.s wa- 
terworks aei, .Mr. 'J'aylor said: 

"In the circumstances, I think It not 
at all lun-easonable, in order to pre- 
vent delays, etc., in tlie face of the 
urgent public demand, that notwith- 
standing later private legl.slation, wa- 
ter and power rights should be given to 
the corporation, which could exercise 
tln^ two privileges In one system. Tlie 
city furtlier wisli to supply the people 
of Oak Bay nnuileipality with water, 
and liaving had consultation with the 
reeve, I liiul that there is iiractlcally 
no difterence of opinion between the 
city and that muiiiclpalily, but merely 
some little difference in the way of 
working out the principle. The city 
is (luite willing to. supply water upon 
a jierfectlv fair btfsls.. The clty.ls pro- 
positi'-', in carrving out.tlies.e projects, 
to saddle itself with a debt 6r one' arid 
a half mllllona, and It is hardly fair 
for them tO' expect to get the water 
at the price at which It Is supplied in 
tlio city; but any fair basis will be 
nuite acceptable to us." 

lion. l\Ir. Bowser.— You onlj want 
to secure two things, confinnation of 
the act of 1873 and a power act? 

,Mr. Ttiylor.— That Is really what we 
want. We merely suggest a tunnel. I 
think myself .that the right to con- 
struct a tunnel follows Incidentally up- 
on the rights which wo possess. " • 

Mr. Luxton. — No. 

Ur. Taylor— I think that this would 
be the result; because the right to 
convoy follows upon the right to take. 
Uut as matters stand in order to pre- 
vent any question being raised, we ask 
for the speciflc right to build- a tunnel. 
Esquimalt Company's Case 

Mr. Luxton: If the righti! which the 
city contends for under the act of 
1873 are so clear, It would seem that 
there is no necessity for coming to the 
legislature for permission to exercise 
these rights. But .the proper thlng^for 
the city to do In this' case would be to 
go Into court, and not to the legl8la„- 
lure. A wide variance exists between 
Jir. Taylor and myself, In regard to 
the rights of the city and the rights 
of the Kstiiiimalt AVater AVorks com- 
jjany under the reKpectlvt! staliifes. He 
iia.s suggested tliat two learned judges 
have ileclared lliat the rights of llie 
city imiier the act of 187:i still exist, 
but llie fact is lhat the privy eouncril 
declared that they liad no right lo 
consider the act of lS7;i, and thereforo 
lliev pi'onounceil no opinion upon II, 
and so we ai'e in doubt as lo wiietlur 
these pri^teniled rights liave ;i real or 
only a fanciful exi.-jtence. Tlie city 
did, liowevrr, obtain a decision that 
they liad a i;ight to proceed under 
.■Id of ISTIi. On j)age ;!11 of thi' a|)peal 
hi)n|;, tile record shov/s the court de- 
ckiieil thai the corporation had a 
right under .the act of 1873, but the 
privy council entirely "set aside that 
decision. 

".My learned friend w;is misleading 
in ills observaliims in ri'gard to the 
powers vested in the ICsquimalt AVat- 
er Worlis company, under its respec- 
tive slalut<'S. Xo llniitatlon of llie .act 
of ISSf) as lo the piiri)ose for which 
water mas- he used by the ci.>ii3umer 
exi.sts. it Is pointed out In all the 
hooks tliat water liougiit from a, ooin- 
])any imiy be ajiplied to any pur])ose. 
We ourselves take no powe-r fr(-)in the 
wattn-s of Goldstream. A\'c merely 
supply water to the 15. ('. KleetrU; 
Ilaliwa.x- (company on a forty years' 
contract, dating from 1S1)7, and they 
can do wlial tliey like with it so long 
us they do not pollute it. 

Under .section 12 of the 1S85 act, 
the company may use the water for 
ail purposes, not being limited to 
dome.'jtlo purposes. In the proceed- 
IngH betwen the Water AVorks Com- 
pany and the city the attempt wna 
niiide to show that wo could not ajiply 
this water for the purpose of gener- 
ating electricity." 

Hon. Mr. Bow.scr: "Waa this water 
useil for the goneratloii of electricity 
In issn?" 

Mr. Taylor: ".\n." 

.Mr. IvLixti;n: "My le.-u'iied friend 
protends tliat we liave no right to use 
|i except for domestic iiei'ds." 

Hon. Mr, JIcBrlde: "I tliouglil It 
was .stated thai tills water was in- 
tended for domestic use." 

Mr. Luxton: "On tho contrary, -we 
vi'ere given the right to._uso .lt .for all 
puriioses." , '.■:,•.'' ',. ' 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: "What does the 
act of 1885 say?" , 

,Mr. Luxton: "I do not think that 
aiu'tlilng. Ih aakl about limiting the 
right." 

Mr. 'J'aylor: "Tho company sup- 
plh;:-, llio Iniiabitants of Esaulmalt,

"In 1892 all the rights, powers and 
privileges conferred under the act o£ 
1885 wore extended so aa to apply to 
tho waters of (joldstream and of Its 
tributaries, etc., in the same manner 
as if these htid l.icen granted under the 
original act. In fact, the judgment 
of the privy counell declared that 
these two' acts formed one and the 
same scheme; and I think U Is. clear 
that no lliiiltatlon as to the uses to 
which the water may be put exists. 
Neither is there any (ground for the 
suggestion that the supply of water 
to tho British Columbia ICleclric Itail- 
way company at Goldstream is not 
within our iiowers. I hold that the 
pretensions of my learned friend 
would amount to pro tanto a repeal of 
our statute of 1S;»2, If conceded; but 
the place to llnd out whether this is 
llie cast' or otherwise Is In the court. 
Not Sitting In Review. 

Mr. Lu:cton having referred to tho 
proceedings before the iirivate bills 
committee, Hon. xMr. McBrlde remark- 
ed that they were not sitting in re- 
view of these proceedings. 

Sir. Luxton— There was no dispnlo 
as to the fact in regard to tho'cvldenco 
In nuestlon. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde.— It wo want evi- 
dence, later on we will ask for it. 

Mr. Luxton. — ^I wish to point out tho 
danger to our property. If the con- 
struction ofa tunnel be permitted. Tlio 
expert evidence shows that all through 
this territory there arc faults and 11s- 
sures, which may run long distances, 
and which by being disturbed dur- 
ing the building of a tunnel might lead 
to tlie drainage of one of our reser- 
voirs. And it must be remembered 
that the tunnel which tlie city seeks 
to build run.", under two of our reser- 
voir sites. These lissures run In all 
directions and might drain off a re- 
serroir although tlie tunnel was halt 
a mile away, and unless proper precau- 
tions are taken to i)revent drainage It 
would he improiier- to allow the tunnol 
to be constructed .at all. 

Reservoir Works 

"In early days no water came down 
Goldstream In summer, but we liave 
jn'ovided various works which havi- 
created a large body of water. Om? 
reservoir covers 200 acres and has a 
caj)acity of 1,250 million gallons; which 
was comiiletod In 1S93, when we spent 
SfiS.OOO. In 1S97 and 1898, we built 
another reservoir — etc., and eicpended 
?72,000. Late'r'we provided another, 
covering 14 acre^ and .holding 770,000 
gallons. , 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — How much money 
hav<!.you spent there altogether'.' 

Mr. Luxtoii-r-At tlie time of the trial 
we had spent about $300,000. In addi- 
tion, we acrniired a water shed enclos- 
ing some 12.000 acres; in order to ijrc- 
veiit tiie pollution of tlie waters of 
Goldstream. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — And its cost Is, of 
course, included in the $300,000. 

Mr. Luxton — ^Yes. We have acquired 
fhe land from Goldstream to tho sea 
in order to keep people off and tb pre- 
vent pollution of the water. Even tho 
caretaker Is not allowed 'by us to keep 
a cow. 

It Is .suggested that all this has been 
done In order to carry out our contract 
with the Uritisli Columbia lOIectrIc 
Railway Company; liut this is not so. 

Hon. .Mr. McBrlde— It Is 'stated that 
all this water is used for po'wer pur- 
poses. 

Jlr. Luxton — Yes. 

Hon. -Mr. McHrldi — l-'rom tlie .vear 
l.SO.S this v.'aler has been used exclu- 
si\'ely for power and not for domestic 

pUl'llOSl.'S. 

For Power Only 

.Mr. Luxton — A'es, and the reason 
why this policy has been adopted was 
touched upon In the judgment, and 
this re.'ison is .simply lieeause if the 
city requir(-j a siii)i)ly of water frmii 
IIS it would oilieiwise mean the 
I throwing away of $12,"),il00. Am] if 
tile water is to In- bronghl in for Ihe 
peninsula alone . wliieli is not ;is large 
as A^iclorLi. lh(> evidence shows that 
th<.' loss v.'ould be S12ri,0no, for we are 
liable undei- section 10 of our statute 
of 1S92 lo bo called upon to sujiply 
the city wilh w.-iter to the extent of 
not less than ,'.0(1,000, and of ikjI more 
lhaii five million gallons a d;iy. And 
further, I may add, a.s a matter of 
fact, that A'lctorla AVest is growing at 
such a rate, while in addition 
Hudson's Bay, company is talking of 
opening up their property, etc., tha t as 
matters stand we will bo obliged to 
bring thnt water in! as Thetis lake 
will not be at all pufflclent as a 
source of simply. All these fact.s 
came out durtpg the trial, when more- 
over, it Was contemplated tiiat the 
ciueatlon of opening the Songliees re- 
serve was about to be settled fnvor- 
abh', whieli would have further en- 
larged the demand upon our resources. 
And hence I go In l.-isue with my 
learned filiiul, when ho claims that 
the act of 1S92 preserves tho riglits of 
the city of A'icloria in ti'o sen.se he 
has iiidicati'd. 

iron. :\lr. Mclh'idc — In what year 
did you sijeiid most of the mone,^- which 
you have exiieuded in carrying on 
your system of works on Goldstream'.' 

IMr. Lnxloii — A\'e luive been siieiiding 
money on these worlss all along. 

Hon. Jlr. jAIcBrlde — Have you con- 
structed extoiislv(> works? 

Mr. I.tixton — During tho very first 
year, 1892. our oulhiy was .?OS,000. And 
I venture -to suggest tiiat if we had 
done nothing in this territory, that If 
we had not built tlieso works the city 
could not now buy the land und con- 
striiot these woi'Us for anything lilce 
thfl sum which -these undertakings 
have cost us. Labor was then chea)), 
and It co.-^ts at the present time double 
what it cost tlii'iii. 

Proviso In City's Case, 

I'nder the act of 1892, the city was 
probaldy given the right to go lo (!old- 
streani on the i)rovlso llial we did nol 
go there. In other words, II was not 
the intention of tlie legislature, that 
we should. have the riglit to go there"; 
and although we did not go there, say 
fc^r; 20 or for 30 years, nevertheless 
retain that right. And it Avas as i# 
consequence of thlsvlmplied condition, 
I think, that^theses 'words "subject to 
any rights which the city might pos- 
sess," wore placed In tho act. But 
what riglits are vested In tho city 
undei' the act of 1892, unlesrs It lie the 
right to go to Goldstream and expro- 



priato this water. On the other hand, 
tho lOsriulmnlt AVater AVorks company 
In 1892 got from tho legislature tlio

....Hon. Mr. Bowser.— -And what about 
section 9 of the same act? 

Mr. Luxton. — It was put Into the act 
for the same reason. 

Hon. 'Mr, ■'McBrlde.— You' say that 
when you went' there the city had to 
■stay away from this territory, which 
means the entire exclusion of the city 
from this district? 

Mr. Luxton. — Yes. It would not bo 
right to grant to two bodies a prlvl- 
iedge which in tho one or In the other 
case would not lai)se, in tho event of 
one of them exercising tliat riglit. And 
I It lias been held in ICngland tliat when 
two i-ailway companies have the right 
to take imsseaslon of tho same piece 
Of land, no matter which of the two 
coniijanles exorcl.-ie.i that ri-Tht, tho 
.second thereupon closes all Its prlvi-^ 
ledge. • ■ , I 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: This Is a matter 
quite different /from -ft-ansportatlon. 
Pure water is one of the essentials of 
life, and it Is our duty to gflve evcrv 
reasonable protection to tho citizens 
in tli(> \'ery flrst place, and to com- 
nieicu in the next place." 

^ir. Luxton: "I do not altogether 
agree with that way of putting it; 
and it must not be forgotten that wc! 
are a riiiasi-puliile corporation. Mr. 
Taylor i;ays that we cannot be com- 
pelled to supply the city witli water; 
but 1 say that we can be compelled. 
What, fur instance, would the peo])le 
of AHetoria AVest .^av if we fell short 
In our siipidy? Why they would be 
up in arms at once. Ami we have 
it in our power if we fall short in the 
matter of our water supply from 
Thetis lake lo go to Goldstream. And 
how, In the facr- of these circumstanc- 
es and these facts can the riglil of 
the city to step in and take awac 
the water wliieh we have liariiessed 
and made ready for us, be successfully 
maintained'.'" 

Hon. Mr. AleBride: "Are you not, on 
you own admission, .substantially a 
power company?" 

Mr. Luxton: "No, t say that ■we. are 
not a power company, and that these 
waters are necessary for the purpose 
oi; supplying Esquimalt and the .penin- 
sula. 

"Witli regard to price, llie act pro- 
vides that the city must pay us six 
cents per 1.000 gallons. Mr. Taylor 
says that this is higher than tho fig- 
ures for wlilch it can be obtained, but 
the evidence which was submitted In 
the court shows that this Hgure Is 
not higher, but on the contrary low- 
er than a reasonable price. See the 
testimony of Mr. Raym'tir on this 
head. I further contend that the act 
of 1802 WaSinot' intended to give the 
city the right . whlchj Mr. Taylor al- 
leges. Mr. tubbe'B evidence will be 
found on page 22 of the record in 
appeal. And I say that had It not 
been-for ithc clause which compels 
usoilf- required -to do so, to supply Hie 
city with a quantity of water, not 
exceed ing live million gallons of water 
a dav. we would have put in a ten 
Inch pipe and taken the balance of 
tho waters -from Goldstream. 

Quotes From the Record. 
Having quoted from the evidence on 
pages 86-S8 and 1B8 of the record, and 
.stated that there was a hot debate on 
the second reading of the bill In which 
Mr. Semlln joined, the result of the 
^legotlatlons between the Esiiulnialt 
AA'ater AVorks company, the National 
Tramwav company and Mayor I!ea\'en 
being a compromise, Mr. Luxton iiuot- 
ed section M of chapter Gl of the same 
session to establish the fact lhat the 
citv had not the right to distribute 
.water iwitliiii tl.le J'Osriuimiilt Water 
llAVorks comii;<ny's area; .'lind added 
that Hie bill as introduced into the 
liiuise ]irovided that the city miglit de- 
liv(>r water anywher(> and everywhere 
witliln tho city limits. 
' "It must be cl(.>;ir," he conlimied, 
"that trespassing up(m the area whicli 
the company lias been suiipiying with 
water since' 1883 Including tliat por-. 
tion of the city which lies on tho other 
side of Victoria Arm, is forbidden. Tho 
(Ity docs not now supply water to' 
this section, which gets its allowance 
from Thetis lake. And after all the 
ex-pcnse which wo have Incurred In 
our uiulertakings, it seems to bo a 
monstrous thing, for the city to come 
here and api>ly for power to deliver 
water within that s;ime area. 

"1 suggest lliat the effect of the 
privy eonncil's judgment i.s lo show 
that' tlie right to lake water out of 
(ioldstream is vested in this company. 

The judgment sets out th.al the com-- 
paiiy's act has imposed on it a per- 
petual obliKalioii of very .serious ex- 
tent, and the lo'lvyi council concluded 
that the acts of 1S92 and of 1885 -were 
for all practical purposes one and the 
same thing. While the whole tenor of 
the remarks of the judges amounts to 
this, that the two bodies of water 
which wore in question, were held hy 
us as one undertaking. 

"Now, If the city desires to get these 
waters, tho proper course to pursue is 
to expropriate the entire territory, and 
not to attempt to tako pos.session by 
piecemeal, which practically means 
the ruin of the whole of our proi)ei't\'. 
The city can jjroceod under section 
129 of till- walir cl.'iiises .'let, wliicli re- 
fers to all general cases and to the 
eomp'.ilsor.v purchase of iindeit, doings. 
I do not see why this section eaiiiiot 
be ni!iili> appliealile to .-i w-aliT com- 
pany aiul to the ]iresenl sitnatieii." 

Hon. Mr. Mcllride— A'ou .-i-'isunie lhat 
the rights of \'iet(u-ia were eoniiiletely 
wiped out of existence as f.'ir as the 
water.-? of Goldstream arc concerned'.' 
That tho city has in this respect no 
locus standi? 

"I take it precisely In the way in 
which I put tho question to Mr. Tayi i . 
A'ou say that now wo have gone lo 
Goldstream and have constructed 
works there and taken possession of 
Us waters, tho City is entirely ex- 
cluded?" '-' 

Mr. Luxton: ".As long as it glvi-s 
notliing for the nru'llege'.'

Trade Agent Reports 

CoiiimeiUlnK on tlds, Alex. McLe.-in, 
Canadian trade aKcnt in Japan say.s: 
"Apliarently, hy the statislie.s, the past 
year has show n a .small falling oil in 
the importation of Hour from Iho 
United States and Australia. whiKst 
that from Canada has increased by 
over 50 i)er cent. In part, tlio de- 
creased importation must bo ac- 
counted for by . ordinary incidents 
of trade, such as ovoratoclcing the 
lirovlous year, and the setting in of ii 
suiuewhiit ilccreasoil demand In cnn- 
seinience of the liylitui'.ss of mone.v 
and the depressed condition of trade 
generally, i'lour ndlliiiK, some montliH 
ago, was tlio subject of a preat deal 
of projected company formation; Imt 
the actual milling investment and 
operation that came out of it was 
iiulte Insufllclent to support the argn- 
nient that Hour milling has .slsnili- 
caiitly Increased In .lapan, with acon- 
sdiucnt decline In the importation 
and consumption of foreign Hour. 

The leading flour milling Invest- 
ment was made in view of Hcttlod eon- 
dltioiis within tlie range of Japan's 
Inlhience on the mainland. In Korea, 
and JIanchuria, and wltli the Idea of 
linding a marivot there. Of course, 
there ha^3 been considerable inquiry 
after wheat, with the view of impor- 
tation ultimately if conditions should 
continue favorable; and, no 'doubt, 
that inqufry accounts for some In- 
creased importation which appears

flour milling in Japan, for a long time. 
The Ori(.Mital trader is conservative 
and cautious to a marlvod degree. 'The 
growing, milling and transport'ing of 
Canadian flour may bo contiiiuod 
under high pressure, with tlio ussnr- 
anee that the Oriental marliet will be 
open to the Canadian exporter whcn- 
o\ ( r he is able to figure agrsresslvely 
in it.

I'^alrbaven, Wash- 
ington, was to l.ieeome a great trading 
mart and .'i metropolis; it was to liave 
linos of steamers to the Orleiil, and 
it was to be tlie great eoiiuiier;-ia 1 cen- 
ter in the Xorthwe.-n. It's a nice lit- 
tle tmvn, and :\lr. Hill and bis son- 
in-law own llie slreel railroads and a 
lot of proiierly, but the dream of 
greatness went a-gliniinerlng, one of 
the ni,Hiy ini.nakes of .a'vfiry success" 
ful man. One miglit go on with tho 
citution of numerous cases of deplor- 
able lack of Judgment on the part of 
oyr own Huntington. One might cile 
the cosily mistakes of the directoiale 
of\the Milwaukee road, mistakes that 
allowed their rivals to place it a he 
cade or tvvo behhicl tlie times in tin- 
building of railroads to the Pacilie. 
It Is not the failures wh(j make all 
the mistakes. Sometimes our great- 
est .suocos^es are our' greatest failur'-s 
and vice versa. Big men succeed in 
hiding large errors, and small men 
exhibit their losses, anticipating 
sympathy, and reaping odium. 

No one denies Mr. Hill's great 
finahiios as a railway builder and 
iiianaEcr. In addition to tlicse ho is 
endowed with a courage, industry and 
determination which make him one 
of the greatest men of his day. Ko 
one doubts the ability of the men be- 
hind the ;MlhvauUeo road referred to 
in the eistracl. No one ever suggest- 
ed that Colls P. Huntington was not 
a master in his own line. Riit great 
erroi-s are laid to their cliarse, and so 
we iiiifTht go through tho whole list 
of those who have been instrumental 
in developing tho country.

There 
are causes for far^lne prices in a 
land that ovorliows witli tlie fruits of 
the oartli, tho food of man and boast 
and tlio moans of comfort and well- 
being for all. and they can bo discov- 
ered and dealt witli. Let a commission 
of keen, independent business men bo 
appointed to investigate and rocom- 
mond practical remedies for the evils 
with regard to tho prices of the neces- 
sities of life from which the whole of 
Canada is suffering. Such men fear- 
less, able, equal to the task, can be 
found and sliould be. The splendid 
worii done by the Quebec bridge com- 
mission shows Canada has such men.

1'Jie preparation owes its discovery to 
Forneau, tlio omincnt cliomi.sl of 
I'aris. Willie contiiining no cooaine, it 
has properties wlileli deprivi; tlic jiat- 
iont of any sensation of jiain, allowin^i 
him at tlie same time to retain f\ill 
IJo.sscKslon of Ills .senses. ITr. Andor- 
soii made an injection nf lluid Into the 
sac covering the patient's spinal cord, 
rmd '.successfully united several por- 
tions of the bowcl.s, Simrisoii being 
perfectly c:onscious. lie afterwards 
said that he felt no pain wliatcver. 
Last night he was reported to he 
sleeping peacefully, with good pros- 
pects of recovery.

Hewson,- the agent, the police re- 
mained outside resting on their arms, 
after a fierce baton charge with tiie 
people who had obstructed tlioir pas- 
Siigo over a broUcn liridgi'. 'I'lie sug- 
gested terms of settlement -wore tliiit 
the properties lie tiiUon over by tlic 
Estate Coniniissioiiors, iind that out of 
the three years' rent due one years' 
rent (with half the legal costs) bo piiid 
by the tenantry in (liscliarge of iill 
their liabilities. Last night tlie police 
wore withdrawn, but all over the dis- 
trict sentinels and vi'ilettos were post- 
ed. Beacon fires blazed, horns were 
blown, and actU'e defiiince measures 
were taken by the jioasiintry. , At ten 
o'clock this morning every one of the 
houses expecting a, visit from . the 
eviction party were guarded by hun- 
dreds of farmers, Tlie hcfuse of John 
M'Courty, a tenant on tho Mnrshani 
property, was Ilrat surrounded today 
after a toilsome march. Outside tho 
ciihln, which, was heavily barrlciided, 
iind from which yells of execration 
were hurled at the agent and ballffs, 
iinotlier earnest conference was held 
betweii l''alber Relilll, reounty council- 
lor, Jlr. ilewson, tlie agent, iind i)roin- 
inent local men. After hiilf an hours' 
conference tho police were ordoriid 
back. It was stati'd thdt the terms 
arranged upon the previous day would 
be ratified.

Trade With (Vlexico. 

Mr. Gttarles H, Cqhan gave an ad- 
dress-on the trading-.poBslblHticst be- 
tween Canada , and Mexico and the 
Sotlth American Republics In the Read- 
ing Room In. the Board gt Trade, says 
the Montreal Witness. In view qi his 
posltlon 'as solicitor of the Mexican 
ijight. Heat and Power Company, and 
as a director of the Bank of Montreal 
In the city of Jlexleo, Mr. Cahan is 
well qualified to speak on the que.i- 
tion. Having resided for many years 
in Mexico, during which he had ex- 
tensive deiilings with the other Latin 
peoples of America, he has a thorough 
grasp of his subject, which he showed 
during the course of tho lecture. 

Mr. Cahan thought the capital of 
IMexico a liner and better city in every 
respect tiian Montreal. He gave a 
most glowing account of tlie Jlcxican 
president, who, in Jlr. Cahan's esti- 
mation, w.as the best man on tho Am- 
erican continent, and one of the great- 
i.'st men of his age. He was virtuall.v 
tile uncrowned king of Mexico, and all 
was sure to go well witli a country 
that had such a man for ruler. Jlr. 
Calian's view of tlie entire Mexican 
eiiblnet was etpially complimentary. 
.Some pei.iple here thought it too ven- 
turesome to invo.-?t their money in 
Jlcxlean enterprise; but .Air. Caban 
could assure them that not one dollar 
of tho billion and a quarter of nor- 
thern money invested tliere since the 
days of Maximilian liad been wasted. 
There were jiracticallN- unlimited lields 
for Canadians in the wliole of South- 
ern America. .Such Canadians as had 
already siueeeded there had Inspired 
llie iH'ople with feelings of deep ad- 
miration and respect for Canada. The 
ri'iifUHi that Canadians made auch a 
success wherever they went was that 
during the centuries the two elements 
of the C^anadlan population have 
dwelt together, tho ^axon and tho Ro- 
man; they had learned to weld to- 
gether what was best In both. 

Mr. Cahan also spoke ot the devel- 
opment of the country during the past 
few 'years, and he .esiieelally mention- 
ed the completion of the iraiiscontln- 
eiital railway from the Gulf of Mexico 
to CrtiK, on the Pacilic, which will no 
doubt be a strong comjieting torc& 
with the I'aiiii 11111 canal when that en- 
terprise is completed. Last year no 
less than live iuiiidred thousand tons 
of sugar from the eii.-;t were moved 
over this railway between the two 
oceans, and he believed that Canada 
could take prolitiilde advantage of the 
nillway. The indiistrle.s of .Mexico, 
he said, had also received a great liii- 
petiiK since the estaliiishment of the 
Slexlean Light. Heat & Power Coni- 
jiiiny, and mining companies had also 
liikeii on a new lease of llfi' since 
electricity liad been pliieed at tiielr 
doors by this Canadian enterprise. Mr. 
Cahan said that he liad often been 
spoken to v,'ith regard to what li.'id 
been called the unwise iioliey of send- 
ing so much t'aniidlan money to Mexi- 
co and the other southern countries, 
r.'o Canadian money, ho di^elared, had 
ever been lost In Me'xlco, iind, In fact, 
Uielr seeiirllles had now become of in- 
ti rnatlonal Importance, and tho bonds 
had been largely absorbed by the for- 
eign markets. 

Mr. Thomas J. Druminond, president 
111' the Monlrcal Board ot Trade, pre- 
sided at tho meeting, and Introduced 
llie speaker, .i;ind at the close of Mr. 
('alum's address a vote of thanks, 
moved by Mr. James Rosa, and sc- 
coqdod by Mr, John Knight, . was 
adopted,

Mr; Henderson's action ' was cduseil 
by tho clause In the report of thi) 
auditor regardinK tho purchaso ^of 
goods required by tjio rosids and 
bridges committee, In which tlie audi- 
tor suggosted that tho clerk be made 
the purcliQsina agent in place of 11 
moiuber of'tho committeu ;us had been 
previously tho case. When tho clatiKo 
referring to this matter wa.'^ reached 
by the members oC tho committee and 
passed by 11 vote of four to two, Al- 
derman Jicndcrson promptly rose to 
his feet with the exclamation, "I re- 
sign as chairman of this committee 
and a.i councillor of tlie municipality." 
Jtr,. .Henderson immediately left tlio 
committee nicetins afti'r delivering 
this ulti main 111. 

Tho committee mot yesterday for 
the solo purpose of consldoriiig the 
rojiort of tlie auditor wdiich was re- 
ferred to the committee by the coun- 
cil at its nieetliiB Monday night. The 
report was an Important one and the 
committee which includes all of the 
members of the council considered It 
clause by clause and with tho cxco.p- 
tlon of slight junendments It vyas 
adopted. The report lias to do entirely 
with the purchaso of auppllos and out- 
lined tho most sy.stematlc method In 
which all goods supplied to the mu- 
nicipality should bo dealt with. 

The following members were pre.s- 
ont: Reeve Oliver, Councillor Hen- 
derson, chairman of tho committee, 
and Councillors Newton, Kornle, Mc- 
Gregor, Noble and Pemberton. 
Felt Slighted 

Councillor Hendersoti stated that he 
regarded tho action of tho committee 
in passing clause G whicii referred 
particularly to the purchase of goods, 
and transferred the autliorlty for the 
purchase of these from tho hands of 
one of the committee to the bands of 
the clerk as a direct slap at him as 
chairman of the roads, bridges and 
sewer committee. The committee this 
year will have over $16,000 to spend 
in tiie v.'ork that l3. under contempla- 
tion. 

The members of tho council at t^ho 
termination of the committee session 
addressed a letter to Councillor Hen- 
derson asking him to reconsider his 
dotermlnatiort to .roBlgn. The letter 
was signed by all the members of 
the council lUid delivered to Mr. Hen- 
derson persontllly. No reply had been 
received by tho reeve last night and 
it is not probable that this will be 
forthcoming ai Mr. Henderson left last 
night for Ottawa, 

The principal alterations that were 
made to tho original report of tho 
auditor wore In clauses (i and 8.

Capt. KJnar Mikkelsen, who loft 
hero on May yi, 190G, in the former 
sealing schooner Beatrice, ■ renamed 
Duchess of Bedford, afterward lost In 
tlic Arctic ice, reached Valdcs on the 
southern Alaskan coast on Saturda^•, 
after "mushing" across Alaska from 
Nome via I''alrbanks, on his way bad; 
to Victoria. He will come b.\ way of 
Seattle, taking passage on one of the 
Northwestern steamers at Valdes. 
Capt. Mikkelsen has not abandoned 
his quest for the land believed to e.^ist 
In the Beaufort sea iii tho Arctic, de- 
spite the fact that ids search with 
Mr. Ernest dcK Lofflngwell last year 
was unavailing. He is coming to 
seeure aliytiier oiiltil, and vessel to 
make a second attempt to locale the 
land he still believes to e.\i.-it in the 
north. Before he left he stated that 
lie expected to find a largo area, a 
continent.

Back from Great Britain where wilii 
Ti. M. Palmer, iirovlncial commissioner 
of horticulture, lio had charge of tho 
fruit exliiblt at the various shows 
throughout the country, .'Martin Biir- 
reil,,. of Grand .Fprks, is in the city. Ho 
is .attending the statutory meeting of 
tho board df librticuituro nf which 
body he is a member. Mr. Burroil 
looks well and hits recovered entirely 
from tho indLsjiositlon wlilch ho suffer- 
ed in the homeUmd. 

"I left B. C. last October," he re- 
marked to a Colonist reporter, "and for. 
.some time subsotiuently was engaged 
with Mr. n. M. Palmer in c.Khilntlon 
aworlc in connection with our British 
Columbia fruit. The character ot that 
vvoric Is thoroughly Ijiiown.-to Colonist 
readers and I need only re-emphaslze 
what has already been said in regard 
to tho excellent results accruing from 
It throughout Great Britain. During 
the latter portion of my stay my time 
was full.\- occupied In the special work 
wlilcli the government desired fno" to 
iinderttike, — that of lecturing . on tho 
subject of British Columbia. 

"C.'in you tell us the particular line 
you looic ]\Ir. Burrell, and the nature 
of tho response mot with from l-Ingllsh 
audioiieos'."' w;is asketl. 

"Rather a long story to be condensed 
into a short Interview'.' As to tiie first 
part of your question, while my mls- 
.sion was chiefly concerned with des- 
cribing tho horticultural resources of 
tho province, 1 found that the great 
majority of the audiences know Utile 
about Canada, and still loss about Brit- 
ish Columbia. It was noces.sary to 
handle the whole matter In a somewhat 
broad way. All tho lectures were il- 
lustrated bv capital views of the In- 
dustries and sei.-iu-'ry ot the province. 

"One oiigiit 10 say in regard to ig- 
norance of British Columbia condillons 
in Kngkiiid that it is due, not to apathy 
on the subject, but rather to the com- 
p.'iratively small j)lace that our pro- 
vince occupies in I'^nglish minds in 
relation to the enormous and world- 
wide character of British interests and 
British commerce. After all. if Eng- 
land has much to learn about us, we 
undoubtedly have much to learn about 
England. .One had jnany opportuni- 
ties of coming into contact with men 
representing all phases of English life, 
and iifter twenty-two years' absence 
I was naturally keen to obsorvo and 
learn. I''rankl.\', I confess to a whole- 
some adiniralion of the success with 
which the peoiile of fireat Britain have 
faced and solved the eoinple.K indus- 
trial problems of today. Tlie figures 
nf their commerce are simply stag- 
gering, ar.d to use Mr. Asqiiith's word.s, 
"we arc -l.'i.ooo.OOO of people, still tho 
richest in the world, and still not 
afraid to speak with our commercial 
enemy in the gate." 

"I ought also to say and say very 
strongly, that one met with ni;iny peo- 
ple, jieople of inllucnce in the com- 
mercial and journalistic world, who 
were thoroughly alive to the import- 
anijo of a country like our own, and 
who in various ways showed a keen 
desire to" promote a closer 'knowledge 
'Of its condWonB." ■ 

"Now a'^ 'to' tho 'second part of your 
question,'' 'contSriuod Mr. Burroll, "th<j 
responso'mot with In tho cours'e of tho 
lecture work, T am jiistllied in saying 
that it was of the most satisfactory 
character. Of course you cannot tabu- 
late at once tho rc-ults, direct or in- 
direct, of work ot this kind. I can 
say, however, that the Interest shown 
at all the lectures was of tho keenest 
sort !ind the .'ittendancos particularly 
good. Tills ajiplles to snd] var.ving 
f\-pe.'5 of audiences a.-" those at the lec- 
ture.^ before tho .Scottish 1 lortienltiira I 
society at Edinburgh, at the London 
Institution under the auspices of the 
London Chamber of Conimorco. and at 
the Southoaatcrn Agricultural college 
at Wye. One way of gauging results 
I."? by considering the number ot those 
who stayed after tho lectures to rditain 
moro Information, tind it was not an 
uncfimmon thing to tind from thirty to 
foriv people keenh' desiring further in- 
formation about Iho prnvim-e .-ni l dis- 
cussing the matter informally at the 
close of tho lectures.

A 'Iilneham of the real estate fi'rtn 
of Grant & Lineham who recently re- 
turned from a visit to the city of Mex- 
ico, is more convinced than every tluit 
tho Inhabitants of Victoria have cho.s- 
cn their place of abode wisely, though 
he thinks that the. cltj" would do well 
tb adopt tho asphalt' aystom' of paving, 
speaking of his trip yestcrdiiy ho t-akl: 

"I went down to Mex'lco by' the rtll 
rail route t.iiklng in Seattle, I'orlland; 
san Francisco, L,os Angeles, Pasadena 
and Bl Paso on tho way to the city of 
jMo.nIco. The more I .'^aw the -more I 
(vas Impressed with the idea that we 
havQ got a more desirable city here 
than any of them. None of them Imvo 
the natural beautiful surroundings* of 
Victoria, which is more fortunate both 
from a' scenic and climatic point' of 
view. From a commercial standpoint 
we may find it hard to compete with 
cities served by two or. three transcon- 
tinental railways, but if we spend 
money on the improvejrjents o.'' our 
city none of them can tbUoh us as a 
tourist resort. . 

Asphalt for Pavements. 

"I have been a resident of Victoria 
for a good many years, and 1 
always noticed that the city councils 
iiavo objected lo asplialt paving for 
the streets, but on tliiy ti'i)> I noticed 
particularly that all thi- towns were 
using asphalt, practically to the ex- | 
elusion of anything <;1hc,. though in | 
Seattle they use granite blocks in the; 
business district. 'Even in the City of; 
>r.'xico wiiich is in the .tropics and 
where it gids very hot even if the 
place is 7,1110 feet above the sea, all 
tho streets are asphallled. They talk 
of asphalt not being suited to heavy 
traffic, but there is as much vehicular 
traffic on the [irlnciijal streets of 
Mexico ci'ty in an hour, as there is in 
N'ictoria in a week and you could- not 
find a hole anywhere. I enquired and 
was told that the asphalt was very 
satisfactory. '-In the. Kesld«ntla! section 
ilie streets afo fb'ouldvarded like ours, 
but the ro^du -ariB- pa:ved with asphalt 
with vitrified bridk-guttcrs. A few of 
the streets have'" nT)t been reached by 
the paving, yot, and •those, which are 
paved look at least a huiuircd per cent 
better than the others. 

"it would, he a. good idea if the cor- 
poration word 'to send, 'tho city engi- 
neer on a trlp' through somo ot the 
other cities and K6d WhUt they are do- 
ing In tho way of 'improvements, or 
one or two of the aldermen might go 
'themselves.

If hy trc-aty Brit- 
ish Columbiii. is obliged to keep lier 
door, open for the nationals of any ope 
iiatlon, she still retains the right ( to 
say under what conditions those n'a- 
tlonals shall come iii. ■ . 
Not Unreasonable. 
"The United States' dernands that 
every person arriving on her shores 
shali .shew iiiinself to be in po.sseasion 
of a certain amount of money so that 
he shall not become a burden on tho 
community, and to dr.aw a distinction 
between material ' and' intellectual 
wctilth would be absurd, JCb, tre;ity 
power has ever objected to the United 
States legislatioti -in tills intitter, and 
there .seems Ino reason why .Tnpan 
should object to- trjeatm.ept- by BrltKsh 
Columbia similar ^ovtljftt.'feiven her by 
other countries.' The Brltl.sh Colum- 
bia requirement is not prohibitive. It 
IS within the power of all .j\slatics to 
acqllro a knowledge, of one Kuropcnii/ 
language, and in tact under ■ present 
conditions thev iiiusl. :f thev eniigrato 
to nritish ColuijilMa, acqnire such 
Knowledge in order to carry on Inisl- 
ness. Under the new enactment It is 
only r.^qiiired that .sncli knowledge 
should be gained before the coui'itry Is 
entered. "What degree of. knowledge is 
ni'cessar.v is not yet Icnown,. but at 
most it will' only bo such as'to'onablo 
till! immigrant to transact the ordin- 
ary att'airs of life. 

"Anotlier point in connection with 
tho affair is that it would be prejudi- 
cial to disallow such legislation In one 
part of tho British dominions and 
allow it iri another. If such leglala- 
,tion Is allowed In NatAI, why shoiild 
'It be dkiallowed In the case of British 
Columbia? Apparently the only rea- 
son tiiat can be advanced is that Xalal 
is far distant from JaiKin and Urilisli 
Colniiiljia is compara tivel.v close, but 
such an argument jire-snpiioses tli.-it 
the legislation is directed entirely 
against .raiiaii, which is merely u siip- 
[lositioii. .•\ustr.'ilia al.so, wo bollovc, 
imposes a language test, which Was not 
objected lo by .lapan. 

"Of course the feilcrai government 
of C'aiiiida ma.v object to the legisla- 
tion on grounds which concern oiii.v 
the Doiiiinioii, but it c.innol in reason 
object lo It as injurious to the liiteresls 
ot tho British empire, seeing such 
legislation exists olsewhero - without 
causing objections. It is not injurious 
to the Interests of tho British empire 
that Immigrants .should .have a Itnow- 
Icdge of a European language, and It 
is distinctly in her interests that, such 
inimlgr.'ints should have a knowledge 
of Vlliiglisb, which will na.furally be tho 
favorite language for all wlsliing to 
Iiass Iho test. AVhatover decision 
may be come to by tho Canadian gov- 
ernment — and It is alread.\' roportod it 
has (Tisaliowed Llie mcasuro — '.Tnpnn 
would aiijiear lo have no moro voice In 
the affair than any other Asiatic cnii;'- 
try. Within her own rights tho claims 
of .Tapan to equal treatment miiy be 
ftill.v recognized, but it is n.!cpssary 
for her to recognize Jully how far those 
rights extend."

It 
therefore rpiiiainod more or loss of a 
mystery. Xnw, his granddaughter, the 
Comtc.--so Lydic Rostopchliie, in a very 
intimate and human stud.\' of lio.- 
graiidfather's life, asserts tliat he did, 
as was originally supposed, sot firo to 
the lowii, and thnt his doiiial was due 
t(> tile influeiK's exerted over him liy 
his wife whom lie adored.

No do- 
mestic Ufa could have .seemed more 
absolutely sincere as well as tender 
than that of these two. And suddenly 
all confidence, all respect — everything, 
In fact, upon wliicli happiness h.ad been 
built — foundered for the Count. T'no 
wife, who for years had been the em- 
bodiment of saintly truth for him was 
ho discovered, secretly, no longer of 
the orthodox religion, but, while out- 
wardly professing to believe in the 
same faith as himself, was privately 
following the tenets of Roman Cath- 
olicism, and declaring her husband a 
heretic doomed to eternal perdition. 
The shoclc was so great, the Count 
never recovered from it. But though 
from that inoinonf he became morose, 
embittered, and unhappy, he never 
.?poke on the subject, but kept the sec- 
ret of his discover.v until tlie day of 
his death. His wife was to discover 
tho immense change In his feelings 
for her through his will, and through 
his leaving his youngest son, then still 
a child, to the caro of tho - Emperor. 
Originally he had made a wiU'leavins 
everything to his wife; upon the dis- 
covery of tho profound docelfbf her 
relations with him tho unhappy man 
made another, leaving her. only tho 
amount customarny received by wid- 
ows If no -will la made at all.— 'T. P.'s 
Weekly, London. 

Britain'* OTerworked PrAmlers 

Broken lioalth Is, says a writer in 
the Springneld Republican, the price al- 
most invariably paid for tiie highest; 
office tinder tlio Crown in l-;ngland— 
that of prime minister. Truly it may 
bo described as a killing Jo'b. The 
prime minister ot England is an execu- 
tive, a legislative, and a political officor. 
He must have a seat in one or other 
House of Parliament, and he iiiuHt tac 
in Ills place night after night to lead 
ills parly and answer tho questions, of 
Ills opponents, who do not err on tho 
side of consideration for tlie much-har- 
assed man whom they are trying to 
oust from his high position. 

But It must be remembered also that 
England is an intensely democratic 
eoiiiitr.v, notwithstanding all the pomp 
and circumstance whicli surround its 
inonarcli and its govcrniiionl. The 
prime minister must be almost as ac- 
oesstblo aS" tho president of the United 
States. Day after day he must receive 
deputations from all sorts of public 
and commercial bodies interested in leg- 
islation or administrative iiolicy and 
he literally dare not refuse to see them. 
It will be seen, then, that the 2-1 Iioiirs 
are all too ahorl.^ for tlie prime minis- 
ter's work. His liolidays oven arc stren- 
uous. When Parliament adJouriiH tlie 
round of speeclunnkiiig lie.gins. Tlie 
prime minister must make, at least one 
great speech to his own constituents. 
He must attend banquet after banquet, 
and at each one he is expected to Ha>' 
something tliat is addiessed not only to 
tlioso wlliiln the sound of bis voice, but 
to the v. liole country, and lie must write 
letters and send messages to do-/,ens of 
meetings Uiril it is physically iniposslblo 
for him to attend. 

Probably one of tho most remarkable 
workers who ever held this great office 
w;is Mr. Gladstone. In appearance he 
w.-is almost frail, and it is well liiiowii 
thnt ills lieaUli never was robust. tl 
is also common kiiowlcdge that he owed 
his power to contlinio working as lie 
did to the devoted cares of n wife, a 
mother, and a nurse. There never 'Wns 
a late sitting of the House wliicli dii! 
not find Mrs. iJladstoio waiting in her 
carriage in the p.alaee yard for her 
husband to join her. and her first care 
was to wrap a iniifflei- round IiIk throat 
and a shawl about his slioiikleis. Slie 
watched bin pliysieal condition with tin; 
Ueenne.';ri of a pliyr-ician, and at. the 



slightest sign of overstrain she insisted 
on carrying him olf to tlie country, 
where lie was wont to recuperato witli 
Ills favorite exercise of cutting do\vu 
trees. ■ , 

Another prime minister who' suffered 
from tho strain of the office was Lord ' 
Paimerslon, whose prodigious energy is ' 
tlic subject of special remarks by all his 
contcmpoiat-y biogniphers. Prof. Payne, 
In ii volume of reminiscences, tells .of 
leaving the house with I'almerston at ; 
1 o'clock ono morning and walking' up ' 
Parliament street with ' him. -"-At tho 
door of the foreign office .Palnierston 
left liiiu, saying tliat he • had several 
important dispatches to revise before 
ho could go to bod. It .is said that 
Palinerslon made It a. practice to work 
ten hours a day' at the foreign- office 
in addition to attending to his legislat- 
ive duties. Ho had a desk constructed 
at the foreign olTlcc at which he iiserl 
to stand liccanse, ho said, it lie fell as- 
leep tlie fail would wake liini. 

Another of his ■ biograpiier.s tells of 
going to call on him one night. As 
tile caller ajiproachod the iiouso ho saw 
I'nlinerston come out bareheaded and 
look cautiously about. Apparentlv sat-»' 
Isncd that no^ono was in sight he pro'-* 
ceoded to climb over. the high railings 
Inj-front oi: ' the ' hpuso and tiion back 
again. This done, he re-ontored tho 
house. Tn. reply to his caller's' <niquir- 
■• said that this was liis way of 



asccrtaiiiiiig- if he -.vas keeping in prop- 
er .physical condition or not. If over- 
Work was telling on him too much ho 
Would be unable to climb the raillng.s. 

William .Pltt,..jtho.ffrrft:sEar^"-bjC Ghat- 
ham, was perhaps the oiily-'caso of a 
premier who actually was killed by !.iis 
Work when in iinrness. He was suffer- 
ing from a seriou.s breakdown and 
against the advico and entreaties of vlil.>!

f-apttun Lars Anderson, of the Xor- 
wegian tramp .steamer Fkluiid, put 
Into the jiort of C'hefoo on the north 
China cou.H a while ago with a ttile 
aljout how his shiii luid played tag 
With a floating mine and a typhoon 
out on the ami of the Lltiotung'ponin- 
Kula, The experience of tlie Xor- 
wegian captain was novel only be- 
cause it combined tlie typhoon and 
the lloating mine, (Jliier siil|is In tho 
China aoa up between Shantung and 
Corea have struck the deadly englnos 
sown by the nusslans and .Taiianeso 
alike during the war. Although the 
war lias been over two years, lloating 
inlne,^ are still bobbing up in the paths 
of ships. 

According to Captain Anderson, Iho 
ICklund was out uf Chinnami)o, t'cn-ea, 
bound for Taljii, when about 2 o'clock 
on the llrst tiftei-niiou llie lookout on 
tho bridge sighted tho lloating mine 
off to tile starljoard about half a mile 
ahead. Tlio glass had been falling 
rapidly all afternoon and Capt. An- 
derson knew that a typhoon was com- 
ing up out of the southeast. The 
roaring column of wind struck the 
Bklund within ten minutes after the 
mine had been sighted. For tho next 
three hours Capt. Anderson and his 
crow of twenty-slJc were casting dice 
with death eveiT minute. It tho ty- 
phoon didn't sink them tliey were cer- 
tain that the mine would, only one 
death would Ibc. quicker than, tliio 
other. It was Inky blade all alv.uit 
and the rain fell in torrent.s. Oajit, 
Anderson and two sailor.M lashed 
themselves to the rigging away up 
near the nose of tho boat to keep an 
eyo open for the minc^i Tin; rest of 
the crew simply went bcbiw and 
waited to liciir the crack of doom. 

The captain tied himself to the 
stanchions of the bridge, where his 
hands could reath tho ciiglno room 
signals. He could not hoar the voices 
of the lookout;! at the bow, for tho 
v/Ind blew their words out to sea, but 
ho could faintly distinguish the two 
llgures through the whips of spray 
and tho murk of the clouds. Before 
the storm had been on for an hour, 
Capt, Anderson suddenly saw both 
lookouts at tlic bow turn in tiiclr 
place and frantically signal, liuldlng 
up their htinds and putdilng tliein 
away from them with the violence oC 
desperation, Anderson promptly pull- 
ed tho signal for reversed engines, 
and although the boat wiis only go- 
ing at half speed it slackened so sud- 
denly that it began to lose head. The 
bow' .slow(;il, and then a great comber 
rose up alongside and crinkled high 
over the starboard rail. Tho captain 
cast one hasty glance at the wave and 
tried to right his boW'so as to meet 
it. He wasn't quick enough. The 
•wave came and with It the mlhe. 

"There the thing '.^at on the top of 
tlie wave," said Capt, Anderson, in 
detailing tho adventure afterwards, 
"It looked like a hedgehog ail curled 
up and asleep, with the glass pickles 
sticking out la all directions. To 
break one of those tubes of glass 
would bo to set off enough guii-cotton 
to blow tho ship in silvers. 

"I saw the wave curl, with the 
mine right at the crest, then It broke 
and came down over the -stnrbotird 
rail. About forty tons of water, more 
or less, hit the how and shoved our 
nose under until the water came up 
to the bridge. 

"I thought we were never going to 
come u)). And, sir, that mine went 
right over the boat on the top of the 
wave, passing so near the bridge that 
I could have reached out and touched 
it. It shewed off over the jinrt rail 
iind disapiiearod behind tlie ship." 

That was all tho captain of tiie 
lOklund saw of tho floating mine. 
\\'hcn tho typlioon pas.sed lio found 
the two lookouts, still lashed to their 
posts, dead. Otherwise tho ship and 
her crew were unhurt.

A remarkable gathering crowded tho 
banquet hall of Uie Poodle Dog res- 
jtaurant • yesterday, to hear a remark- 
able man detail a remarkable enter- 
prise. A. J. Dawsoh, of 'the London 
Standard , staff, a man who' In Imperial 
matters has assumed the place in the 
journalistic field which Kli)ling (iccn- 
ples in literature, was a guest of ihe 
Canadian club and Its members in ru- 
ed out en masse to hear and lo do 
him honour. 

As a great jirinciple is always liest 
illustrated and cxi)lainod liy a concrete 
example, so his hearers unilerstand 
now as they could never liave imder- 
stood otlierwise, not only wiuit Mr. 
Dawson is trying lo do, but why he 
came to iry to di. il .'ill, and in an en- 
terprise -which depends for lis success 
largely on the personality and uiotivcs 
of ■ the' promoter this is perhaps th 
more Important part. The expltmalion 
was simple, and consisted of a sketch 
of the speaker's early lite, struggles 
and Ideals, a story which at once 
brought homo tr) everyone how the 
great truths and lessons wliich lie 
hopes to impress on liie people at 
homo were burnt into his conscious- 
ne.;.'! hy a varied experience, such as 
few men havfe gone through with their 
higher nature unhurt. 

Unlike some of the distinguislicd 
visitors who luive deliglited tin- Cana- 
liian club witli their presence and their 
oratory Mr, Uawson showed that ti(^ 
understood llie dliriculUes which beset 
the outposts of a great empire, al- 
though lie refrained from giving ad- 
vice upon details. Ho is not hero to 
give advice. He is here to enlist Cana- 
dian support and sympathy In a most 
notable attempt to make the English 
public understand. 

Tho London Standard has a circula- 
tion of some quarter of a million, and 
it proposed to Issue a weel-:ly publication 
dealing with Canada, its problems and 
opportunities, and to send a copy free 
to each subscriber to tho great daily. 
This means tiiat an immense number 
of people, the majority of whom prob- 
ably have to-day no personal slake in 
and less accurate knowledgn of the 
great Dominion, will have brought to 
their breakfast tables, without exi>ense 
lo themselves tlie means of icnowing 
and understanding tlie tiioughts, needs 
and happenings of this vast country, 
(lanada, many people think, lias suf- 
fered in Ihe past from a lack of in- 
telligent knowledge of. Canadian . af- 
fairs, and problems, oii the. part., of. the 
English public, but Mr. Dawson's en- 
terprise will remedy this. 

Such an undertaking cannot, as yet, 
hope to be a financial success, and al- 
though the proprietors of the Standard 
are willing to bear some of tho burden 
it seemed but fair that Canada should 
help. What help has been rendered :Mr. 
Dawson did not say yesterday, but it 
Is evident from his speech, at the 
lunclieon that he lias not been dlsap- 
|)ointed, hnd the success of the new 
venture seems assured. 

Tho luncheon concluded, Judge 
Lampman, iiresldent of the club, brief- 
ly introduced the speaker. He said: 

"Our friend Mr. Dawson has been 
here before and has seen something 
of Canada, and we are very glad to 
have him with, us to-day. This Is St. 
Patrick's Day, and to bo In order Mr. 
Dawson should bo Irish but he says 
that though his name might pass, the 
facts are against him." (Laughter and 
cheers). 

The Guest of the Day 

Mr. Dawson then rose amid loud 
cheers. He said: 

Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the 
Canadian Club In \'ictoria: — 

"Five minutes after my arrival at 
Edmonton, last Friday morning, I re- 
ceived a telegraphic Invitation from 
your president to take lunch with you 
today. It la tho custom to say of such 
matters that orio is sensible of being 
deeply honored, and so forth. Well, 
gentlemen, for my part I hesitate to 
say that — for tho simple reason that I 
really mean It. from the bottom of iny 
heart, and so am loath to ,','lve the 
stereotyped e.xpresshui to my feeling. 
There la no other kind of invitation 
wiilch 1 appreciate so highly a.^^ one 
from a branch of the (.'anadian Chili, 
and tliere is no other place in all your 
broad Dominion in which I would ra- 
ther be the. (,'anadian. Club's guest 
than jusl right here, in beautiful Vic- 
toria—the .iewelled gate of the Uritisli 
Eiiipiro's Pacific frontier — Iho capiUil 
and crown of llio most beautiful jiro- 
vliiee in Urilisli Xorlli Aiiierlea — tlio 
farthest siiori- of tlie l-:nipire's iireiiiier 
IJoininiou, and \'et In cr-rtaiii ways 
more vital than the f,'eographlcal, the 
nearest and dearest, the nio.-it liuimute 
and liomolike. (Applause.) 

"1 taU-e the Caiiaillan Club to he the 
corporate eniliodlinent of the !;r''atesl 
;iu(l uio.st iiotalih' force in Canaila, the 
country's wouderfnlly virile, iialional 
sph-lt. Itelievlng tliat, it follows that 
>iinr iiri'sideiil's Invitation would be 
iippreciated ine as a lilgli honor, 
and an opportunity for whicli I was 
and am, sincerely grateful — too ,.:rate- 
ful, too aprii'eciative to give you many 
slock iilir;isi\s about It. And yet, 
gentlemen, hail I appreciated tho priv- 
ilege h ss. L think I might have been 
;iiili' to accept It with a lighter heart, 
for there Is no privilege which may 
)ii.-tlv he enjoyed, falling recognition 
of its own particular duties and nbll- 
gatlons — a truism, Mr. Chairman, 
which communities and nations are 
apt to forget or Ignore at times, as 
well ;is individuals; .-md alwa\s under 
peiiall>'. Accepting your kindly invl-. 
talloo to lie iiresent today nu-ant 
specH-li. and, well, you may iir.diatily 
luive begun to susiiecl alreach- tliat 
.speech is not exactly my long .^lit, I 
Your Canadian hospitality Is apt to I 
endow your guest witli most things | 
you possess, including even your di'- 
slre for self-expression, hut in uiy 
case, at all events, it lias not yet gone 
far enough lo enrich me witli even a 
pale verioction of your own national 
gift of elofiueiice. 

inspiration Not Lacking 

"True, you have gone a.-i far as mor- 
tal hosts could in this direction. \,ni 
have flUod me with wondering admir- 
ation for your country, and with deep 
respect for your splendid work in its 



development; you. have given me many 
most favorable openings for the dis- 
play of any germ of oratory that 
might have lain hidden within mo till 
now. You have even sent amazingly 
fluent newspaper men to Interview nie, 
who have occasionally transformed 
my lame and halting conversational 
periods into journalistic prose poems, 
the vivid elociuence of whlcli would 
have made nie— well, anyhow, the 
most surprised man In Canada, if It 
had borne even a faint resemblance to 
anything I ever said or thought. But 
In Ki)il(> of all this generosity, you 
will liavo perceived that I-ani 'Still tho 
rankest kind of an outslder.yin tho 
sllver-tonguod-oraior bUBlndss- In 
some foriii' or another, these facts were 
present in my mind in'' Edmoaton, on 
Friday, when your president's hoa- 
pitablo message reached mtf.-' That is 
what I meant when 1 said that a loss 
keen and sober appreciation of the 
honor you did me might have made 
ni.v response more light hearted. I 
am of opinion, you see, that in the 
case of an opportunity of atldressiug 
tli.ls unique association, tho Canadian 
Club, tlie man who happens to he a 
writer and no .^jieaker, should call ills 
one art to his aid and, after long and 
careful thought, write his message to 
the hosts whose hospitality docs him 
so inucli honor. That is the view 
which respect for Canada's national 
■club gives me. 

A Hurried Tour 

But, Mr. Chairman, the widtli of 
your magnificent country, the number 
of my engagemenl.s in it, tlio hospi- 
tality of your people, and the extreme 
grandi-ur of your scenery hero in Bri- 
tisii Columbia, have all been against 
me. 1 am a confirmed slave of the 
tobacco pipe, but I have hardly had 
leisure In which to fill and -light a 
pipe since I received that telegram in 
Edmonton. One night In Edmont'jn, 
one in Calgary, one, m chaste, if some- 
what stuffy retirement, liehluii the 
green curtains of a i '. [>. I;, sleeping 
car, and one only here, in .vour l'.>vely 
and lovable capital — In the linesl ho- 
tel in liio Doniliiion — have I had since 
then — and so far as sleep went, tlie 
liours of tliose i.iglits have lieen few. 

"it is little .iiiore than three weeks 
since I left those great littit? islands 
acro.s.s the v.'atcr wliere the Abbey is 
'that nialtes v::;, Wc;" the frowdc-i!, 
nnciont land wliicli cradled those dear 
men ami women from whom all our 
race lias been drawn, from Victoria in 
the West to Victoria in the Soutli Pa- 
cific; from Sydney, British. C'jlutnhUi. 
to Sydney, New Soutlt Wales. Sinci 
then I have renewed scores of friend- 
ships between .Atlantic iind Pacific, 
and ri.^ked the inspiration of feelings 
other than friendly by the pertinacity 
witli which r have sought the counsels 
of everv government in the Dominion. 
It has "been n. stirring and instructive 
time, since I landed, eighteen days 
ago, but not, I do assure yon, a time 
of leisure or medlative ease — suited to 
the composition of addresses, such as 
you are wont to .receive from tho more 
deserving among your guests. And 
yet, gentlenlen; there are some things 
i want to toll yo\i that are just as 
real as the llieme of llie most polislied 
address could contain to its writer. 
Jlay I tell \ou these things just in my 
own way — the way I would tell them 
alongside a camp fire, or in a smoking 
room'.' Have I >-our permission, I\Ir. 
Chairman, to tell a true story for 
what It Is worth, and just in straight, 
solid story fasliion'.' You may rely on 
mo to make it a sliort story. (Ap- 
plause.)^' 

A True Story 

"Once upon a time — it was aiiout 
throe and twenty years ago — there 
\vas a thii^teeu-yt'ar-oid lioy over in 
England, who had a consuming desire 
for travel, and tho sight of strange 
lands over-sea. Ho had been brought 
up in the average hum-drum way, this 
boy, within a dozen miles of tho sound 
of Bow Bells, and he ought to liave 
taken to the hum-drum round of- re- 
spectable Ldndon life, 'and entered an 
office, or bank, or government service, 
or one of tho orthodox professions. 
But he did not seem to be built that 
way. At school he was famous only as 
a crafty and persi.^tent truant, ami a 
leader in out-of-door rulc-breakiug 
and mischief. lie was no groat hand 
at games, and seemed to miss the us- 
ual boyish friendship. He had made 
friends in turn witli a dairyman ami ii 
farrier and hlacksmitii. and tin- little 
opjiortunity lie could steal lime to tal;o 
in their witrii was ills most fasclnat- 
i;ig form of pla>'. Mis greatest chum, 
however, was an old nav.v' man. who 
had spent llie later .\-ears of his llfi" 
in the merchant service and In the 
Pacific Islands, The boy loved this 
old I'ellow. and acquired tlie most 
curious, out-of-the-way, information 
from iihu regarding the world's far 
beaches, and the w;iys of sailoi- folk. 
In his dreams, rakish lop-sail schoon- 
ers figured, and bar<iues whose truel:s 
cut liierofilyphic patterns in star- 
dusted skies, while their prows sent 
phosphorescent ripples glittering over 
seas swept by tho perfumed breezes of 
mysteriously romantic lands. The in- 
evitable happened pretty soon, and on 
Ills llth birthday the boy was ap- 
Iirentlced to a Glasgow shipping com- 
pany and started sea- faring by join- 
ing a four-masted Iron barque of L'.oon 
tons hound for Colombo with coal. 
Tliat voyage introduced the boy to 
Ceylon. Mauritius. Calcutta, and sonic 
oilier I'.'.'istern places. Ills second voy- 
ag<' toiiU him to otlier parts of tlie 
world, and present l.\ - -a Iter tr'inhle 
with a h:ird-case si'iomi mate froni 
Peterhead, troiihlo which eudc-d in ,'i 
lirolcen liead for the lioy— lie ran away 
from his sliip in tlie Van-a and look 
lo the brusli, a score or two of miles 
from Port .Melbourne, 

"He had learneii a good deal from 
Ills three and ono-lialt years at si';i; 
and the upshot of it was, as lii> saw it, 
this: TliiU life was a pretty lou.i<h 
Iiroposltioii and tliat his olil ideals of 
romance and adventure did not i-ut 
much ice wlien you got down to .'ictual 
rc'iiltles. l'"or some littli' tinie now tlio 
Ijoy grew ami basked in the hot .Aus- 
tralian sunshine, a healthy young ani- 
mal, earning Ills living by the work- of 
ills liaiids— .'in ideal life it seemed lo 
him, after the four hmn-s on and four 
hours off of :-hili drudgery, under a 
linrd-case secimd mate. Plentiful 
food and sl</cp presented vi;ry solid at- 
tractions to the boy at this sta«e, .-ind 
feu- the rest, ho smoked his cutty of 
;ui evening with working men of twice 
and thrice his an- , and imbibed their 
simple philosophy at his ease. But 
lliero came a change. 

An Awakening 

".\n accidental meeting with n 
travelling relative produced a kind of 
awakening In the boy, and ho sudden- 
ly propounded to him.solf tho .serlou.i 
(jueslion of what he was going to do 
with his llfe~wliellier he was to ln- 
always a hewcr of wood and a drawi r 
of water, or to bi- of Ihose wlio make 
their minds to serve tliem rather tlian 
their hands, and i-.-irn gi eater ri'wards 
therob.v — or think they do. [.ong e\'en- 
ings w'cre given to thliil;ing. and then 
tlie boy, whose schooling had left lilm 
nothing that waa of, any practical 
voliio took to the study of Shorthaind. 
Nightly for, It mECy'bii; half 'a yc>r, the 



boy would tail asleep over the task of 
cojiylng out now.spaper articles In the 
meuium no uesirou to master. « lie 
subsequently wrote many hundrea of 
newspaper articles himself, and very 
oflen with a vivid recollection of the 
surprising fallings which had struck 
him as the cliiof characteristic of 
iiowsiiaper tirticies during tliese sum- 
mer evenings in Victoria — the Vic- 
toria of the Antipodes, wlien iio had 
been gardener by d;iy and student by 
night. 

"Some interesting tilings happened 
to tho boy aiiout this time, but as this 
is to ho a short story I will skip them, 
and only tell you liiat tlie boy iiro- 
cocded in due course from correspond- 
eiu:e clerking to newsimper work, and 
In tho last named branch of activity 
had wliat for so young a lad might 
be called a remarkable measure of 
success. His twenlielh year found the 
boy editing a daily newspaper !n the 
city of l.Sathurst, N. S. W. His liter- 
ary staff consisted of three men, fully 
old eiunigh to have begotten him, and 
the boy himseli' was In itho habit of 
working from nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing to lielwecn- llirco and four oclock 
in tile next inorning. 

"At ttiis lime the boy had no other 
aim in life than that of material suc- 
cess. 11(1 pn>sently identified himself 
Willi the buslncH.'s side of his work, and 
began to make money feverishly.

Life' In the new country had so far 
taught him that miitorlal- profit and 
success was tho one tilling ■worth wlille.

I Yet Another Change 

I "it was in tho early "O's, and Aus- 
j tralia was smitten with a devastating 
i financial doprassion Which saw tho 
I doors of three-fourths of tlie banks 
closed. In one day the boy learned 
of the death of his -aweetheart, and

"So time went oh' untlT the middle of 
last year, when tho invitation ' of a 
pati'iollc leader of Canadian enter- 
lirise, brought tlic boy — now three and 
twenty years older than when ho went 
to sou — hero to Canada. The hospltiil- 
Ity of his host took the grown-up boy 
ail tlirough tlic Dominion, from ocean 
to ocean, aiul tlien left him to return 
to the Old Country, full to th.o very 
throat of the deep and lasting Impres- 
sions which tills great country had 
iiiado upon him. It was not only that 
tlie greatness of the counlry and its 
de\'elopmcnt bad impressed him, but 
ho stated nioro than once or twice tliat 
tile (luestlon of the Old Country's rec- 
ognition of Canada's status In the 
-world seemed to lilm .something upon 
which tho Old Country's own future 
and that of. tho Empire must largely 
hinge.

originally came.'; 

Difflouitfes and tho Solution. 
"Now, knowing well what faced liim 
tiiere in I'higland, I want to tell you 
Homelhing of his diliicullies. He found, 
fur example, that a journal devoted to 
tho richness of Canada would bo read 
only by those who had some stake 
here. Such people might be relied upon 
to keep themselves posted as to Can- 
adtx'a progress and place In the world. 
Tho need as ii'. ..aw it was to reach 
the huge majority of the responsible, 
tho Inlluentlal and tho lnv3stlng clas- 
ses in tho old land, who were con- 
scious of no present stake or interest 
In this <ounU'y. How to achieve this 
end was his problem.

number of thousands of pounds had 
li"cn deposited.

Ihil you will remember tliat he \vas 
fill! to the tliroat witli the impressions 
th.'il this i i.uiulry made uiion him. and 
tile assuraiiC'S its leaders had given 
liim, and the conviction that the future 
.-.afity of the I'^mpil'e absolutely de- 
luaiuied l.lrltalii's imderstaiiiling of 
these things. .Accordlngl.N', lie set lo 
work to convince those in control that 
llie shrewd, far-secing men who shape 
Canada-'s destiny would see far enougli 
into tlie aims belilnil this project and 
lii(> Ininiense possibilities for good 
which it contained, to glvo It sulllc- 
lent of their support to guard its pro- 
moters from actual loijs. 0e pledged 
himself to this, and In due time his 
pledges were accepted. Then came the 
task of making this pledge good, and 
of bringing Into being a new power 
which should give tho youngiT iieoples 
of the Empire their medium of com- 
munication with tho groat inajoiity of 
Uie iicople who count in the old land. 
The Key to the Story. 

'■Cientleinen, there is \^ery much 
more thai I would like to tell you about 
this firojc'C't and the nian behind it. if 
I inid not Ire.'qiassed 'too far already. I 
know them both well, for tlie project 
is my own, and so is the life regarding 
which 1 Inisl 1 have not bored you un- 
duly. I believe that Canada will not 
turn mo down in Canada's own ser- 
vice. I have already tho best of good 
reasons, for believing that Canada will 
enable mo to make good. And I be- 
lieve that, Svhen next X visit this beau- 
tiful Pacific frontier of the I'hnplri', 
which I hope will .bo •within a. year, 
Canada will sec'that her Interests havi; 
be(Mi thoroughly served and well. In 
tlu,' making good. (Applause). 

Homeland Lessons. 

"It I might add just another word, 
it would bo this— that much as the 
■uc.w lands have to teach tis, great as 
the need is for the people of the old 
lands to receive sonic of their teach- 



ing, there are also some vital thing.s 
wiiich. It in.'i.y be. can be acquired 
more thoroughly in the crowded: old 
lands than In the new. And chief 
among these I would place the truism, 
that material prolit is not the' only end 
worth serving, nor even, porliaps, the 
highest end to siu ve. Canada's march 
forward Is a natural force which I 'be- 
lieve no jjowor on earth'- will . over ser- 
iously check, but yet to tho Canadian 
Club I would say that you have hifeher 
than even national ends to 'serve hero 
In Canada. Y'oir have in hand thi; 
building, . not alone of a nation, but ol 
tho ,'centre-ploce and basis of the 
greatest empire the world has cvt-r 
seen, and I verily believe, of the future 
sito of tho government and control of 
that empire. With such a destiny be- 
fore you, your work Involves some- 
thing more than mere material pros- 
perity, 

"AVhile the Standard of .Empire ■ is 
playing lt.-3 part in gdving tin.' old folk 
at home a better knowledges of this 
country, 1 trust that the peojilc of Can- 
ada, witli the untiring patience which 
is tlie basis of all great enterprises, 
will be imiu'essing upon their children, 
not alone the national, but the great 
iuipf^ilal duties and rospoiisibilities 
wliicli are jiarl and parcel of tho splen- 
did destiny lying liefore this great 
Dominion." (Prolonged applause). 

."We have all lio.-ird Mr. Dawson's 
eloquent address, and I iiroimse that 
.\e acce]jt his proposals of mar- 
riage, lirillsii Columbia is not too 
good for him. If ho will go home and 
do Ills part in cementing the ties be- 
tween us and the Jlothorland, wo will 
play the game right through with 
him and support him and his journal- 
istic enterprise for all tune. 

"Gentlemen, I give you our guest 
and champion in the Old Country." 
(Loud cheers.) 

Captain Wolley in Reply. 

When the applause had subsided, 
Capt. Cllve Philliiis Wolley rose to 
move a votn of thanks in reply. 

"I consider It a great privilege," said 
tho captain, "to be permitted to move 
a vote of thanks to the wandering 
Englishman, who Is our guest to-day 
and to whose eloquent speech we have 
Just listened with so much pleasure. I 
had at (Irst determined to treat him 
as something exceptional, but'ttQW tjlilt 

I have heard him speak I knd#^fcHttt;;h'e 
is absolutely normal. .'. 

"Touched by the wandering spirit of 
his race, he went out into tlio lands' 
beyond the seas, and like a normal 
I'higllshm.'Ui made a success from a 
comiuerclal standpoint. Later tho true 
English spirit seized him and he realif;- 
ed that there were greater and higher 
things in life — but ho has told us his 
story. Finally he came to Victoria and 
we caught him here in a fairy bower, 
cobwebbed with sparkling lights and 
littered with rose leaves. His sweet- 
heart Victoria was awaking from her 
sleep Willi her arms outstretched to the 
Englishman, and he fell in love. . There 
never was an Englishman yet, but fell 
in love with Victoria. Something may 
hapiien to annoy him and ho may go 
saying he will never return, but he al- 
ways buys a return ticket. I myself, 
on occasion, have sworn to cast tho 
dust of the place from my feet, but I 
never overlooked tho return ticket. 
(Laughter and applause). 

"This ^juslness ho is on is really a 
matrimonial affair. He goes back hom<! 
to his mother and tells about tho girl 
he has seen, and she must have 
thought well of her. For here he is 
back ah'aln with a proposal of mar- 
riage. He wants to go into . business 
with her for life and for all time to 
come. Wo are the trustees of this 
lad.v, and he comes to lis for our con- 
sent. Are you going to turn him 
down? As is proi)er he shows us his 
record iind fpiallllcatioiis. He had 
proved Ills courage and he has put be- 
fore us the chances of success. Wo 
know something of liim. and his ar- 
ticles liave shown his apiirecialion of 
our counlry. His courage he lias shown 
bv taking up the jiosition of a propliet 
who docs not always say pleasant 
things. Kiiiling made liimsolf unpopu- 
lar hv his faniuus lines aiienl: 
"Tlie ■|laniu'lled fools at the wicket, 
and muddied oafs at tile goal," and our 
guest lias done mucii tile same in ills 
.Mess'age, when liif told tliem that all 
was nol well, that tlie material things 
of life were nol everytliing. His warn- 
ing tliat ir wc wish for iieaco we must 
]>rep:ire far war w^'U through all Eng- 
land. And the news lie brings us here 
is fiiat he intends lo keep England 
posted on what we are doing In Can- 
ada, and no one knows better than I 
do iiow badl.x- it is neederl. 

"If one sends an article say, OU tho 
Asiatic Imnilgralion (luestlon. It comes 
promptly back. Tho editor says he 
likes one's style and the way one 
writes but would prefer something 
with a love story running through It, 
with scene laid preferably In, say. 
Tooting. Now de don't live In Tooling, 
we don't know anythlhg about Toot- 
ing and what happens there Is not of 
interest to us. (Laughter and cheers). 

The Asiatic Question 
"Now fcu' one small inst.ince may I 
lake the Asiatic (lueslion. There is not 
a Journal in fhigiaiid tliat realizes what 
tliat means to us, wliat is tlie real spirit 
in which wo look at it. 'J'hey say it 
is merely a mailer of money and w.'igcs. 

II is more tiian that. Fundamentally 
lliat has nothing to do with II. There 
Is a very big thing at the bottom of it. 
We are citizens of an einiiire, .'iiid we 
want to build up a. white emiiiro wlilch 
■is fit lo coniiiete with the best. 

"In Ills ^Messagts our guesl tau.ght 
the iieojile of I'higlnnd to prepare for 
war if tliey wanted jieace. Ilut 1 ask 
you iiow we can do that if we fill the 
counlry with a race df bachelors who 
neither, breed nor fight and can never 
be assiinilati^d hy us. If it is necessary 
to pay more, for a hecf-ealing race tiian 
for a rice-eating one, let us i)a.v It. We 
may h'.ck for servants and have lo do 
things for ourselves, but in tho long 
run. the. dominant raco, docs thlng-'J for 
Itablt.. e-": ^ , J 



"If I have read history aright, we"' 
liave ;i ).-rcat i n lure, and one that 
should 1."' ■.il<e that of. tho mothor,coun-, 
trv- She won her position because she 
was the great carrier on tho Atlantic, 
and wo must win ours because wo must 
1)0 the great carriers, on the Pacific. 
Here there will be a greater carrying 
trade than the Atlantic ever had when • 
tho east has fully awakened. 

"We have rivals, the. keen ■ Tankees 
just across tho lino at Seattle, who are 
the best business mon in the world, ox- 
cej)t perriaps our own (Cheers).

C. H. Luorin Seconds Toast 

nising to second the toast, C. I-I. 
Lugriii said, in jiarl: 
I "I ain glad, in response to request, 
I to have an opiiortunlty of seconding 
I this vote of thanks. Perhaps It is, not 
1 unll'tting that a Canadian-born should 
! second a toast proposed by an Eng- 
lishman, though Mr. Wolley Is as good 
a Canadian as any of us, and I fully 
appreciate .all the sentiments which 
he has expressed, .and especially his 
utterances on the Oriental question. 

"I have had the opportunity of 
watching Mr. Dawson's work, and I 
wish to bear testimony to it, the 
spirit with \Vliich it is inspired, its 
tlioroughness and success. He Is do-. 
Ing a great work, not only for Can- 
ada, but for the whole Empire, and if 
we can do anything to help him, Brit- 
ish Columbia should do it., Many have 
objections as a general rule to going

In reply Mr. Dawson said:

medium. Is tho worst pos;ilblo train- 
ing for a speaker. But you have said 
some very kind things, and I must 
say how deeply they have touched me. 
They aro the kindest words I ba've' 
heard in Canada, although a friendly 
hand has been extended to mo all 
througli my trip from tho Governor- 
General and the ministers at Ottawa 
down, ... 

"This Asiatic question is one Which

that it should bo •dominated by a 
mongrel population. But tho matter 
is in the hands of tlic young democra- 
cies who have expressed themselves 
pretty strongly. But still I would re- 
mind you of the need of patience, be- 
cause of tlie compUcations and per- 
plexities to which I have referred. But 
I Iiavo said that no outsider should 
talk to you on the subject, and I am 
not going to now. When I -was in 
Australia the same question came up, 
and I felt very strongly on the sub- 
ject. So I can sympathize with your 
feelings. 

"OnoQ again I must thank you for 
the very kind way in which you have 
listened to mo." 

Loud applause greeted the speaker 
when he resumed his seat, tho as- 
semblage dispersing almost immedi-

the world, contributes to the Evening 
.Standard ;in Interesting article on "The 
I'ractical \'alue of Clu-ss." 

"A friend of mine romarkod jokingly 
tlie other day," writes Dr. Lasker, 
•■ "The present parliament lias faw chess 
players.' That Is'why it has no brains.' 
There Is this sediment of truth In the 
remark that a chess player Is endowed 
with a mental taliMit nn-"ly ifti-l with 
In those nov given to the p.-istlnu\ As 
a music lover Is emotional and a lover 
of picture^ discerning, so has a devotec- 
of chess a gift peculiarly his own — a 
fine sense of criticism. That Instinct 
Is outwardly sliown by a wrinkle mailo 
l)y tiiouijlit and un o.X'tiressloii of the 
e.ve that 1 can recognize but not de- 
scrllu', and which, undoubtedly, betok- 
( ns something like gentleness and mod- 
est.v. Ills critical insight is nuide ap- 
parent by the speech of the chess 
player, which, witliout being nt all el- 
oquent — It hieks lire — is v-levor; also by 
a moderate success that always attends 
him hi aff.ilrs ;ind by an instinctive nb- 
liorronce of gambling. 

"There l.s internal evidence Of the 
chess-player's great powers' of criti- 
cism hi tlie nature of his pnstlme, in 
which apparently brilliant falsehoods 
that would puss In " life unchallenged 
are inerclkssly shown in their true 
light. 

"flhess Is. huleed, n fine engine of 
brain development. It Is a game of 
which the purpose Is to imilate the 
strategic actions, of life, primarily <rf 
wiirfaro. Tlu- rules do not imieh mat- 
ter. Let thi; rook rnove so, the bishop 
so, the queen .so, let the king be giv- 
(.'u such .and such powers, let senie other 
pieces 1).' added, some more rules made 
— provided that both players have the 
same innulx-r of iilcces. and hence the 
same po\\er for action. we have a 
uniiK; that has tlie significant character 
of chess: <'Venness of opportunity. In 
such a game success can only come 
through prudence. 

"The wisdom -of strategic action has 
this distinction 'from scholarly -wisdom: 
that it appeals' strongly to our emo- 
tleiis. It Is difficult to enthuse over 
tlie proposition of 'P.vthai.'oras concern- 
ing the sum of two squ.ai'cs being equal 
to a certain othe>- square, but a bril- 
liant idea in warfare or in a lawsuit, 
or In ))arllament:fry debate, or in 'Somo 
other enntost immedintely touches our 
Im.aghial ion. IVe liave a svmpathv for 
the eNi>loits of a strateiri.st of whoso 
Ktrii^'trle.s we are spectators that far 
outweighs our Interest in tile achieve- 
ment' of the Intellect. 

'"This Interest accounts tor the amaz- 
ing vitality of chess, and its vast ex- 
tension, geographically. Tlu^ g,-uiie Is 
as ancient as the siecre of Trov. nnd is 
in no wise in its dotage. On the con- 
trary, it is rapidly advancint; in Knf;- 
t*.nd, as In nil the continents of the 
world. Colleges take it up, <dobs are 
being formed every day, and vonntr men 
tiike kindly to it, whllt- ohl men lind It 
a fomitaln of ph-asure. Women are ac- 
quiring considerable skill In it,' and 
their chess organizations, though onlv 
of recent origin, arc not the least per- 
manent of the Institutions ' that they 
are now founding. 

"The fact Is that chess confers .a 
bonellt on mankind, easllv recnirnizabb' 
by him who Is under the spell of the 
gaiiie, besides capable of bein^' reasoneil 
out It is a pity that chess is nowhere 
rightly taught. Kveryone has to be 
lis own teacher. Th.it en^renders great 
los.s of lime, and many stray from the 
right direction ,i,i,I lose tliemsidvcK \.

^^ancouver, March IT,— There will bo 
one grand .exodus of Hindus tomorrow 
for Hongkong on. the C.P.R. steamship 
Empress of Japan,, or If thoy cannot 
be accommodated on that vessel they 
will leave on tho-mf.t available boat, 
Iirovlded they are unalilc to knock out 
In the courts the federal order, in coun- 
cil under which their deportation or- 
der was signed at noon, today. 

One hundred and elghty-thrqo Hin- 
dus who arrived at AVI 111am . Head 
several weeks ago on the steamship 
Montenglo were detained, there because 
.of smalllio.x on the vessel, and did not 
reach Vancouver for examination till 
last Sunday, are tlie men ordered, de- 
ported by Dr. Monro, federal .Immigra- 
tion agent. .The order, mandatory 
upon the C.P.R. to take the men back 
to the Orient, was signed upon receipt 
of instructions, from Ottawa that all 
of them wore excluded under the terms 
of the order In council requiring Im- 
migrants to come direct from land of 
birth or eitlzenshl|). 

Tomorrow morning the Empress of 
.Tap.-in will leave for llonglcong, and 
slioidd it be decided that no fight will 
be Instituted in the courts to enable 
the Hindus to land some of them may 
go out on that steatr.slilp. It is not 
believed, however, that the C.P.R. will 
wllllnglv carrv the Hindus back to 
Hongkong, and it is fully expected that 
an appeal to the courts, will be made 
on habeas- corpus procaedinga which 
will bring tlie order In council to a 
supreme and final test. 

It has ddvelopod that 7S of the Hin- 
dus who reached WillUam Head on the 
Monteaglo arrived at Hongkong from 
Calcutta on December 29, 1907; they 
applied for transportation acro.ss the 
Paeillc to Vancouver by the next C. 
P.n. boat sailing, hut wer..- refused 
on the ground that all accommodation 
had been taken b.v Chinese. The steam- 
er they wanted to sail on"' left' Hong- 
kong with but 285 Cnlnese In hcr.;-!teer- 
age, but no Hindus were accepted. The 
result was that theSe''78 were hold at 
Hongkong f(u- a month-'The reason for 
their ' deportatiop is "tl)^t: ^the federal 
govornmoi^t! ho'ldB Giett the delay* fft 
[longlcong was- fatal- to"their claim 'ib 
come to Vancouver direct from the 
land of their birth. 

The reason 'for the deportation of 
the other lOa Ilindiis cx IMonteagle Is 
that Ottawa is not satlsllcd that they 
are the men who h'ft Calcutta for Van- 
couver in the original histailce — In oth- 
er words' the .Tllndrtt-: ai-o unable to 
prove that they are tho nion who iiur- 
chased In-. Calcutta- transportation for 
Vancouver, and 80 they areJin c*nfllet 
with tho provisions of the order lo 
council. 

But one turbaned passenger by the 
Monteatrle, a Parsee, esqaped deporfri- 
tlon and only because he was booked 
through to "Now York aild was ac- 
cepted by tho United Stafos Immigra- 
tion officials for entrance to "that 
country.

l^'hoenix, Mar<rti 17. — The comfort- 
able sum of about $200,000 represents 
what tho Granby Consolhlated Com- 
pany is .spending this year in im- 
provements and enlargements at the 
company's smejtjng works near Grand 
l''orks, including tlie new ore and coke 
bunkers now just about completed, 
and the machinery and structural steel 
work for the enlargement of the 
snieltor proper. - 

. A. B. w. Hodges, the local manager 
of the company, furnished,, the follow- 
ing details, of tho ^orders placed a few 
days ago for ' fnachlhery - and addi- 
tional electrical and other- eciuipmont, 
which Is all to bo delivered in the 
early summer, and should be com- 
pletely .lii'.sftalled .in the fall, giving 
the smelter a capacity of about 4,500 
tons or more each twenty-four hours 
under normal conditions. 

The- blast furnaces of which there 
■ire' now eight in. tho battery, are to 
be made four feet four. Inches longer 
than at present, making them twenty- 
two feet In length each.. Thla win le- 
ciulro thirty-two more ' water-jackets, 
tnaklng a carload. It will not -be ne- 
cessary to enlarge the furnace for 
this purpose. 

The converter plant will be entire- 
ly renewed. At present, the converter, 
plant has just about all it can do to 
tiandle tho product of the furnaces, 
even though operating at fullest cap- 
acity for twenty-four . hours every] 
day. Tlje present stand of three con-' 
verters-are seventy inches in diam- 
etor, and a^^huhdred' IiicKes 'Ih 'Jcngth, 
and the" three new 'converter stands 
will be eighty-four Inches In diameter 
and a hundred and twenty-six Inches 
long each, there being also tofi new 
shells. This will give a much greater 
capacity per shift than at present. 

To ;nakc room for tho enlarged 
converter plant the .steel converter 
building will bo lengthened eighty 
feet. Tho now converters will bo 
electrically operated — the first of this 
typo la the Boundary-r- ai^d will be 
i5-hoi'sop6 war 0.10011:10 mo'tors.^. . • ^ 

In the blbwer building . the engine 
capacity will' he doubled. At present, 
the 'engines have BOO horsepower ca- 
pacity, and a new' engine of 500 
horsepower capacity has' been order- 
ed witii a 500-horscpower motor to 
drive it. It will be of double-cylinder 
type, capable , of furnishing 10,000 
cubjc feet of free air per minute, at 
tiCteen pounds, pressure. 
,,T!o supply the additional blast head- 
ed ufpr'^h^ furnaces-, necessitated by 
tb'.efr, heing , consldprpblyi .^Uongthened, 
t\vp, new ' Connersvllle blowers have 
be.en contracted for, each having a 
ctipaclty of 30,000 cubic feet of free 
air per minute. To operi;itc the^e 
blowers there will be four 150-horse- 
power electric jnoto'rs,^ ! all tho new 
motors to be of the "Canadian 'West- 
lnghouse type.' 

With the enlargement of tho blast 
furnaces will also bo reciuired addi- 
tional trolley engines to haul the feed 
cars from tho coke and ore. bins. Four 
of these trolley engines-; eaqh 'of 30- 
horsepower. are now on the way to 
Grand. Forks from. the makers in tho 
liast. 

All of the above rnachinery has been 
contracted for with the explicit pro- 
vision that It Is for delivery on or be- 
fore July 1. As soon as it arrives the 
work of Installation will be ac once 
started, one furnace being changed 
over and enlarged at a time. This 
will sllgthly cut down the smelting 
capacity for a short time, but when 
one or two furnaces arc enlarged tlie 
Increase in al'zo will make up for 
other furnaces being out of commis- 
sion: tomporarlly. to undergo the same 
change. 

Today the Granby smelter is the 
most complete plant of its kind In 
Canada, beyond all question, and Is 
handling from 3,'JOO to 3,-100 tons of 
ore dally. When the enlargements 
arc finished in the fall, this .capacity 
will he Increased by upwards of a 
thousand tons por- day. - -From- tlil.s It 
i.s iiulle evident that the directors of 
the company do not antlcliitite that 
the price of copper will remain for 
any groat length of time at the pre- 1 
sent low level, j

Thciu ai-e .several llnk.s in Ibi.s inter- 
dononiinalioiial chain; the world's 
a.-.siu'lation, tlie inturna lional as,~oela- 
tion, tho proviiuUil, county and town- 
shi|) .-iciHOciations.' lOach organization 
Is independent but all are tfederateU 
for mutual lielp and common .work. 
Need of Co-operation. 
Tlio world is daily coming to rec- 
ognize more and more the Inccesslty of 
co-operation. In the Christian church 
tlifro i.s room for sucii and the Sun- 
day school piatform is broad enough 
to include all denominations and the 
si)irlt of co-operation ia seen every 
where lu ;he worii of the association.

Tlie teacher must know wliat to teach 
and must know his authorities for the 
subject ho teaches. Ho has the mon- 
oijoly of tlie teaching of the bible as 
tliuro i.s no'sucii tencliing In llie pub- 
lic schools .and in many home.t the 
biblo is seldom opened. Tlie teach- 
er has to capture the city of child 
soul and must do it by the eye gate 
as wc," a.1, the ear gate. HLs tcacii- 
ing must be full of sympathy for the 
child and with the love of God In hU 
heart.

Tag With a Floating Mine 

Captain I^ar.? Anderson, of the Nor- 
wegian tramp steamer Ekiund, put 
mto the port of Chefoo on the north 
China coast a while ago with a tale 
about how his ship had played tag 
With a floating mine and a t\-phonn 
out off tliQ arm of the I^iaotung pen- 
insula. The e.Nperionco of the Norwe- 
gian captain was no\-eI onlv becauso 
it combined the typhoon ' and tho 
floating mine. Other ships in the 
China Sea up between .Shantung and 
Corea have struck the deadly engines 
sown by tho Riis.'.lan.s and .Tapanese 
alike during the war. Although the 
war has been over two years floating 
mines are ,4111 bobbing up in the 
paths of shi)).'). 

According to Captain .\iiderson the 
Kkliiiid was out of Chinnampo, Corea, 
bound for Taku, when about i; o'clocic 
on the first afternoon the lookout r)n 
the bridge sighted tlie floating mine 
off to tho starboard about half a mile 
ahead. The glass had been falling 
rapidly all afternoon and Captain An- 
derson knew that a tyjihoon was com- 
ing up out of the southeast. The roar- 
ing column of wind struck the Ekiund' 
within ten minutes after tho mine lind 
boon sighted. For vthe nest llireo 
hours Captain' Aaiers6'ti arfd-Iiis ifcv/ 
ot twenty- six were casting dice ■u'^lth 
death every minute. If the typhoon 
didn't sink them they were certain 
tliat the mint would only one death 
would be quicker than the other. It 
was Inky black all about and the rain 
fell in torrents. Captain Anderson 
and two sailors lashed themselves to 
the rigging away up near, the nose of 
the boat to keep an eye open for the 
mine. The rest of the crew simply 
went below, and waited to hear the 
crack of doom. 

The captain tied hiinsolf to. the st.in- 
chlons of the bridge where his hand.s 
could reach the engine room signals. 
Ho could not hear the volcea of the 
lookouts at the bow, for the wind blevvr 
their words out to set, but he could 
faintly distinguish tho two fingers 
through the wiil]js of s|iray and the 
niurl; rif the clouds. Reforo'tlie storm 
had been on lor an hour Captain An- 
derson sutUleiil.\- saw both lookouts at 
the bow turn in their niace and fran- 
tically signal, lioldlng up their hand.s 
md liusliing them awa.\- from them

In .case 
of emergency, a bundle of dfy cloth- 
ing.

'i'lie deadly third rail also operates 
at TidO \ olts, and l.s no more deadly 
than has been already shown, except 
I'or tli'> probability of a person who is 
thrown down by th(^ shock of faling 
across the rail and becoming uncon- 
si ioiis.

As wires ot 2,000 \olls or more e.re 
iiuite common in the streets, tin c are 
many ehanees for (jther wires to come 
in coulaet with them and so receive a 
dangerous current. It is therefore im- 
wise for any inexperieiu-ed j.'erson to 
toiieli ari\' ontdimr wire, liowe\-iT 
harmless it nuiy ajipear.
